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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 29 April 
2011 has been entered. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or make obvious the independent claims 1 and 13 which claim a two- 
fluid nozzle for cleaning substrates which mixes gas and liquid internally and injects 
liquid drops with gas so as to clean a substrate comprising: a gas supply passage for 
supplying gas, a liquid supply passage for supplying liquid, and a lead-out passage for 
leading out liquid drops formed by mixing gas and liquid and an injection means; 
wherein said gas supply passage and liquid supply passage open toward an entrance of 
said lead-out passage which is formed at a rear end of said lead-out passage, and mix 
the gas and the liquid in the vicinity of said lead-out passage entrance; wherein the 
injection means is connected to a front end of said lead-out passage by a step-wise 
transition between said lead-out passage and said injection means. 
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The closest prior art of record is that of U.S. Patent Application Publication 
20030079764 to Hirose et al. (Hirose). Hirose teaches a substrate processing 
apparatus for cleaning a semiconductor wherein a two fluid nozzle mixes a gas and 
liquid comprising: a nitrogen gas supply passage, a liquid passage for supplying 
deionized water , and an ejection passage formed in a straight shape to eject a mixture 
fluid; wherein the ejection passage has an opening is formed at the front end of the 
ejection passage; wherein the cross-sectional area of the ejection of the exit of the 
nitrogen gas supply passage is smaller than the cross-sectional area of the ejection 
passage. Hirose teaches an ejection port with a cross-sectional area equal to the 
ejection passage and that the cross-sectional area of the gas supply passage is smaller 
than ejection port. Hirose does not teach that the injection means is connected to a 
front end of said lead-out passage by a step-wise transition between said lead-out 
passage and said injection means and wherein said gas supply passage and liquid 
supply passage open toward an entrance of said lead-out passage which is formed at a 
rear end of said lead-out passage, and mix the gas and the liquid in the vicinity of said 
lead-out passage entrance. 

The advantage of the current invention over the prior art is that by having the 
injection means connected to a front end of said lead-out passage by a step-wise 
transition between said lead-out passage and said injection means and the gas supply 
and liquid supply passage opening toward the rear end of the lead-out passage in order 
to mix the gas and liquid, the mix is atomized twice. The initial atomization, as provided 
by and in common with the prior art of record, may not keep the mixture fully atomized 
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wherein large liquid drops may be injected to the surface of a wafer and damage said 
surface. Also, a dispersion in injection speed may created due to the non-uniformity of 
the cleaning medium (due to droplets being formed out of the atomized mix) and slower 
falling liquid drops may decrease the overall cleaning effect. However, the current 
invention solves these problems by having a step wise transition between the lead-out 
passage and the injection means wherein the injection means re-atomizes any liquid 
drops passed through said lead-out passage and injects said mixture to the outside. 

Since claims 1 and 13 are allowed, claims 2 and 5-12 which depend thereon are 
also allowed.
